In the year 1854, Mr, John Allen, a famons

the community. Every care was taken in thi
fetails, and the buildings were pronounced to
and were alwayes referred to as the lire proot
stores.  The buildings were niue in number, sii-
ated on the enst side of Front street, extendiog
enst to Penn street, and boaving also o front on
Lombard street, from Front to Penn, They were
designated by levtersfrom A to Il They extonded
along Front to Lombuard sireer 300 feer, and
along the latter 150 feet. They were of brick,
with iron columns on the first story.  They were
five stories hizh on Front and six on Penn streot,
he grade descending  Trom the former
gtreet, The walls of the buildings were eighteen
Inches In thickness throtghout, and each build-
ing was distinet from the other toa great extent.
The partition walls were solid from the cellar
foundation upwards, and the connections were
¥y archoed doors: but each one of them had solid
fron doors, always closed.  Every window was
protectad by iron window-shutters, amd these
sro invarinhly elosed at night.  The buiid-
ing on the northeast corner of Front and
Lombard streets was nsed on the lower flooy
as & business oflice for Colonel Potterson, and
it contained the hoilers of the cstablishment,

vast amounts of whishy have been placed in
them by the United States Government and o
pumber of individual firms.  The nnmber of
barrels of whisky kept in bond in this waore-
house I8 varlously estimated ot from twenty 10
forty thonsand barrels, seven thougand barrels
belug tuken in yesterday in bond.

On Lombard street, tweniy feet east of Front
treet, the hollers were locuted.  The machinery
#pd in the building consisied of powerful

yators to holst and lower goods: consequently
the boilers were of much power. They wore
located beneath the pavement, or, rather, In the
ivault.  The fire-room connected with the oftices
by steps.

THE GENERAL ALARM.

A a quarter wlter D o'clock o portion of the
will which had divided the two southern spores
fell with o frightful crash, and barrel upon
barrel of whisky which had boen piled up in
the second  structpure came rolling out on the
ple of ruing, and severnl of them in tbeir
mienge  exploded, bot doing  no  damase,
‘rom this  compartment  the fire  extended
to the upper part of s neighbor, and so
along until the whole eight were in lames.  As
ecach ol the compartments eanglit, there would
be explosion after explosion of barrels, and the
burning Hyguld would pour into the lowoer Hoor-
and from them into the street, uod down the
vutters to Pine strect and into the sowers, So
rapid did it flow at one time that the sewer got
wiv full of zas that another explosion took place,
cansing o stampede among the thousands ot
gpectators congregated o its immediate vicinity.

About 93830 the genoral alarm was soundod,
il the whole fire department of the connty wis
called into serviee, The Mayor's order had
‘-'!':l!{'!']_\' rieschod the station ere o MESsNse wns
received  from Chiet Epglneer Downey to the
saane cltect—the delay of the hntter srniging from
Iis view that o great conflagration was an in-
contive to incendiary acts, and he did not wish
the ontside districts to be deserted. About 10
o'clock the subnrban companies began to arrive:
first those from West Philadelphia, then those
from Germantown, next Frankiord, next Mana-
vunk, The light of the fire was geon as far
north as Hristol, and westward was plainly dis-
cernible ot Poaoli.  The unusual ¢langine of the
State House bell hud the offect of drawing many
ol our eitizens from their homes, and soon every
street nnd by-way was thronged with an uncuiis-
ing tide of humaniy.

THE AWE-INSPIRING S'ENE,

As the fire progressed the walls fell one after
another, and the hope that it wonld be stayvad
proved groundless,  The sea of flame lighted up
the whole heavens, and drew crowds of tens
of thouspods to witness the frightfal seene,. The
roaving of the hanes, the pufling of the i
engines, the perilous feats of the firemen. and
the anxions watching of the crowd, tozether
with dread that had struck all who reslded nesr
the seene, made a pletare that It is impossible
to deseribe, [t was indeod o #eeno o slirpussing

THE THEORY OF THE FIRIL.

The theories of those competont (o judge are
sompew hat contlicting.

While one party insi=t that the holler vxploded,
there are others who contend it did not, hut that
the whisky exploded, It camnot be told until
the boller I8 reachiod whether it was the couse
of the terrible oceurrence or nol,

il the whisky cawsed the explosion, we can
only aeeount for it on the supposition that the
tuiiding settled by the heavy dead welzhit npon
it, theroby starting somoe of the casks 1o leaking.
I this Hguid dripped notil It reached the fire-
room, and ignited, o foe shooting  apwards
would perhaps have thrown the first portion of
the wall out. The flve spremding up into the
vases generated by the Hoguid, and permneating
every portion of the closely-shut place, might
hove caused the grand explo=ion which tnmbled
the building to the ground.

Thiz seems probable when we consider the

CASUALTIES,

The casualties reached tolthe neighbarhoml of
nhont twenty. most of whom we were unable to
obitndn, from the foct that the injured men were
mostly taken to their residences.

roois of the hollding and  nobody else was
about.  The house was in o scandalons condition
ol disorder. Everything of saoy value had been
stolen,  Chests and drawers had been broken

open and ransacked. Even the title-deeds to
property owned by Miss Wilson had been over-
honled, torn o fragments, and scattered over
the floors. The ethivieney and zood namwe of our
fire department demand that the perpetrators of
these wanton outrages should be sumunarily
punishied.
THE STATE OF TUE FIRE NOW,

This morning the firemen have the fire co-
pletely under their control, althongh the
tongues of flame are still ta he seen playing hoere
aud there through the debeiz, and densae columnns
of =moke overhane the ruins that eighteen hours
sluee constituted Patterson’s bonded warchouse,
The streets surrounding the bullding are kept
clear of curlous spectators, owing to the dan-
vorous nature of the walls ver  standing.
Throughout the morning partles were at work
with grappling hooks tearing down the toppling
walls yet standing, Nearly all of the wostern
will on Front street is now level with the
ground, On Lombard street the entire wall was
demolished early o the conflagration. On Penn
street the east wall s almost entirely stunding,
rendering that thoroughfare so dangorous s to
be impassable. 1t Is to be hoped that this will
be il once removed.

DAMAGE TO SURROUNDING PROVERTY.

The house of Miss Wilson, No. 405 Sauth
Front street, was delnged with water, ransncked
and robbed by the Uremen, but was not damaged
by the fire.
